The fruit crop of nineteen-fourteen 
prmnlses to be a very good one. Tlie 
trees have passed the winter in good 
shape and unless a severe freeze oc- 
curs within the next few weeks the 
indications are that Kentucky will en- 
joy a banner fruit year. Tiie int«rest 
in the production of better fruit has 
been very gratifying and many orch- 
ards that have been neglected for 
some time past have been pruned, 
sprayed and otlierwise put in condi- 
tion. 

The spray that has been applied up 
to the i)resent time i>as been the dor- 
man; application for San .lose scale 
principally. Many growers who are 
just sti^rting to care tor tlieir orchards 
feel that this application is sufficient. 
They should remember that this ap- 
plication is made more as a protection 
to the tree and not so much for the 
fruit itself. The application that is to 
show greater results from a fruit 
standpoint has yet to be made, and 
it is known as a codling moth sj^y. 

The codling moth is the insect that 
causes tli<^ apples to b'^-come "wormy" 
and drop off permanently. It is safe 
to say that over fifty per cent, of the 
apples raised in the State are infested 
with the larvae of this insect. The 
moth is grayisi) brown in appearance 
and usually flies at night. The female 
moth deposits her eggs on the calyx 
end of the fruit and on nearby leaves 
and branches about blossoming time. 
The eggs hatch in from five to tap 
daya after thivy are laid. As soon as 
the worm hatehes It crawls to the 
nearby apples and usually enters the 
open calvx 'of blossom end. 

Advantage should be taken of the 
fact that the worm enters the open 
calyx of the apple and an attempt 
should be made to spray the trees just 
after the blossoms drop and before 
the calyx cap closes. If the spraying 
is delayed too long the calyx cap clos- 
es around the worm and it is impossi- 
ble to reach it with poison. This 
spray should be directed down into 
the blossom with aa raU3i force as 
possible. 

Arsenate of lead and Paris green 
are the prineipal p o ls e o a used Is com- 
bating thia insect Of the two, ars^ 
nate of lead is perferable because it 

adheres better and because It is not 

so liable to burn the foliage. It 
should be used at tlie rate of three 
pounds of arsenate of lead to fifty gal- 
lons of water. Paris green should be 
used at the rate of five to eight oun- 
ces to fifty gallons of water. One 
gallon of lime-sulfur should be added 
to forty gallons of the spray because 
of its value in checking the different 
fungous diseases, such as black rot 
and apple scab. 

In this section there are two broods 
of eodling moth in a year. The sec- 
ond brood usually makes Its appefir- 
>aaee from the middle of Jidy to the 
first of August. The same spray as 
given above may be applied. If bit- 
ter rot is troublesome. Bordeaux mix- 
ture shoald be substituted for the 
lime-sulfur. 

These sprayings are very important 
from a fruit standpoint. Particular 
eflort should be made to place some 
of the material in every calyx cup. It 
is not so necessary to try and spray 
every leaf, but the operator should 
aim to reach all of *lie fruit.

Although the youugest soldier was 
killed every day or bo during the Civil 
I War, and alter its close the news- 
I papers would reeord his -desth every 
1 week or twe^ sfhousand or more of 
I him very much alive, assembled on 
the field at Gettysburg at the re- 
cent reunion of the Blue and the 
I Gray and exchanged reminiscens-is. 
i Among all these candidates for the 
distinction who was really the yoimg- 
est participant in the Civil War? Un- 
fortunately his identification seenis a 
practical impossibility unless the nar- 
rator of the following incidents is 
entitled to the hoiHHr, as he believM 
himself to be. 

Half a dosen youngish old men 
were seated around a taUe in the 
cafe of a Broadway hotel discussing 
the G^tysburg reunion and the war 
of the 'SOs generally. Five of them 
of had attended the celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the battle. 

■'I suppose," remarked he sixth 
member of the group, flicking the 
ashes from his cigar, "that 1 was en- 
titled to have participated in glorify- 
ing the soldiers of the North and 
South on the Gettysburg field, for 1 
was a soldier too in '63, althMigh I 
was only 8 years old." 
"What!" 

His five comiNuiions chorused this 
ejaculation in such tcmes that people 
at the^ther tabled' looked around. 

"Draft get excited, gentlemen," 
j calmly said the speaker, who had pro- 
yoked the verbal explosion. 
^ ' "I am not offended at your incred- 
uality. 1 expected it. If you will per- 
mit me I will tell you how and why 
I am led to conclude that 1 was the 
first an4 last the only real baby com- 
batant. 

"As I have only my memory to draw 
upon," he went on, "I cannot give 
the precise date of the occurrence 
which made me a fighting soldier 
when only 8 years old. 

"1 was liveing at Bay St. Louis, 
Miss., on the gulf coiust, fifty-two miles 
from New OrleiuM. when that city was 
evacuated by the Confederates. Hav- 
ing been bom in February, 186S, I was 
only 7 years old when that event oc- 
curred, and, of course, only 8 years 
old the following Spring. 
I "For a year or more after the fall 
j of New Orleans there would be sta- 
I tioned at Bay St. Louis for short peri- 
' ods a company or two of Confederate 
cavalry. These companies as a rule, 
, were part of Col. Sibley's regiment, 
j This was an Alabama regiment, but 
j several of the officers were old friends 
I or acquaintances of members of my 
family. The officers frequently came 
j to our house for dinner — they provid- 
! ing most of the fare, of course, as our 
i larder was empty — and in that way I 
became known to most of them. 

"That is how I got to know Lieut. 
I Hardy, %nd how he took a fancy to 
! me. His home was somewhore in the 
j Interior of Alabama, and for all I 
i know he may be living now and may 
! read this account of an incident long 
' since forgotten by him. When the . 
Lieutenant was not at our house ] | hoats. 
would be somewhere near his tent in j 
I camp in a ravine a quarter of a mile 
from the shore. The young officer 
v»as extremely fond of soft shell crabs 
! and I kept his mess supplied with 
I them. In return for this attention he 
; would lend me a carbine, with which 



with the Lieutenant's assistance 
scrambled up to where the pommel of 
the saddle would have been. I had 
had hunted huckleberries and ohiii«j 
quapens all over those woods aad liad 
sneaked into the baokr yards and gar^ 
dens after watermSkms' sad oranges, 
so I had 119 tirfohle in locating the 
gunboat, as 1 ohfied her, opposite the 
Yure plaoe.
